correfpondent’s queftions (p. 610), I 
beg leave to inform him, that the Ja- 
maica Vegetable Soap is prepared from 
the great American Aloe, or Coratoe 
(Agave Americana, Linn.), in the fol- 
lowing manner. 

The large fucculent leaves, being cut, 
are patled between the rollers of a mill, 
with their point foremoft; and the juice 
being conduéted into wide, thallow re- 
ceivers, through a coarfe cloth, ‘gr 
firainer, lies expofed to a hot fun, cll it 
is reduced to athick confiftence. It is 
then made up into balls, with lye-athes, 
to prevent it from flicking tothe fingers ; 
after which, it may be kept for years, 
and ferve for ufe, as well as Catftile foap, 
in wafhing liven: but it has the fuperior 
quality of mixing and forming a lather 
with falt water as well as frefh, 

Another method of preparing this foap 
eis, by cutting the leaves in pieces, pound~ 
ing them in a large wooden mortar, and 
then exprefling the juice, which is 
brought afterwards to a confiltence, ej- 
ther by the fun, or by boiling, One 
gallon of-juice thus prepared will yield 
about one pound, avoirdupoife, of a foft 
extract. It will anfwer preparéd in ci- 
ther of thefe ways, provided the juice, 
before expofure to the fun or fire) be 
very carefplly flrained from the bruifed

This method of preparing a vegetable 
foap was firft communicated to the pub- 
lick by Mr. Anthony Robinfon, a prac- 
titioner in furgery in the ifland of Ja- 
maica, and a very able botanift, who re- 
eeived a premium for it from the Af- 
fembly. 

The leaves are ufed for feouring pew- 
ter, and other kitchen utenfils, and alfo 
for floors.

386, fo flrongly recommended by the 
cafe, p. 492? 
fibres, and the whole plant is compound- 
ed of fibres and veffels. The leek has 
long been a known remedy for this dif- 
order, and as fuch is to be met with in 
the old herbals ; but in this age of great 
chemical improvement, milder vegetable 
medicines are much neglefted.

ener’ Job, though He quite in their 
original meaning : O that mine adverfary 
bad written a book**! for nothing gives 
greater ftrength to any caufe than an at- 
tack upon it planned without judgement, 
and conducted without temper. In an- 
fwer to the concumely with which this 
writer has been pleafed to treat us, I 
thall only beg leave to relate what hap- 
ned while I refided at Cambridge. An 
ft countryman wandered into the 
Divinity-fchool, in the middle of a dif- 
putation; the refpondent defended his 
queftions with great fluency of language, 
delivered with no {mail energy of {peech 
and vehemence of aétion, while the late 
profeffor fuftained the part of opponent 
with that calm dignity which fo eminent- 
ly diflinguithed him. The farmer fat to 
+ end of the difputation with much 
feeming fatisfaétion; and then obferved 
toa perfon who enquired of him how he 
had been entertained, that, “ though he 
did not underfiland what they faid, he 
knew the gentleman in fcarlet had the 
beft of the difpute.”

So much, Sir, tor the obloquy with

I touch not on the main queftion in 
difpute, becaufe it is of a political and 
not of a religious nature; and the deci- 
fion of it is the province of the ftatef- 
man rather than of the divine. I freely 
confefs my want of ability for political 
difquifition; whether it has arifen from 
that inferiority in profetfional knowledge 
imputed to us by the writer of the Ad- 
drefs 2, fo it is, that I never have had 
leifure, from the duties of my funétion, 
for making the extenfive enquiries, or 
obtaining the, intimate knowledge of 
men and manners, which form the legif- 
lator and the ftaefman. I willingly a- 
bandon to more enlightened minds the 
arduous tatk of direéting our nobles ace 
cording to their will, and teaching our 
fenators wifdom. Nay, Sir, fo totally 
am I loft to the world in my ruftic ree 
treat, that I profefs myfelf unacquainted 
with “the thoufand new corruptions that 
have invaded the fpirit of the conftitu. 
tion?7,.” Thus, while the aftronomer 
numbers with difmay the many fpots 
which his glaffes difcover to him in the 
folar difk, the bulk of mankind, perceiv- 
ing no diminution in its heat or light, 
pafs their time without dread or appre- 
henfion. But though I am fo ignorant 
of what, I am told, is pafling in my own 
days, | have read a little of what has 
happened in antient times; and the 
{mall degree of experience 1 have acquir- 
ed from my reading makes me tremble 
left the knowledge of our modern re 
formers fhould not equal their zeal, or 
their difintereftednefs fhould yield to 
their party attachments.

And I recolleé& 
another ftatefman, highly celebrated for 
his uprightnefs apd integrity, who never- 
thelefs oppofed a falutary meafure only 
becaufe it originated with the oppofite 
party; and, when he had carried his 
point, involuntarily exclaimed, that “ it 
never would be well with che ftate, till 
they had gibbeted both him and his 
rival#9.” Now, Sir, I hope it is excufe- 
able in me, if I doubt whether Dr. 
Priefiley could atchieve what Solon 
found impraéticable; or if I furmife 
that Dr. Price might facrifice his judge- 
ment to his party as well as Ariftides. 
Excufe this digreflion; the loquacity 
of age has carried me from my more im- 
mediate fubject, to which I will now re- 
turn. The writer of the Addrefs has 
told us a great deal about the number 
and the opulence of the Diffidents, ‘their 
knowledge, liberality of fentiment, mo- 
deration, candour, decency, and fuperio- 
rity in debate 2°: particulars into which 
»Lam not inclined minutely to enquire ; 
they fhall remain unqueftioned by me. I 
{corn to impute the errors of an indivi- 
dual to his whole party; and it would 
ill {uit my profeffion to derogate from 
the fuppofed merits of any body of men, 
or to attribute to them defigns they do 
not openly avow. By their fruits ye foall 
Anow them; and it they really poffels 
the many good qualities afcribed to them 
in the Addyefs, all their. fellow-fubjecis 
will reap the benefit of them:in an inter- 
courfe carried on with charity, benevo- 
lence, and mutual forbearance. I am 
only forry the writer has advifed them to 
Jay afide thefe fentiments in their beha- 
viour towards my brethren, If indeed, 
-notwithflanding their boafied numbers 
and opulence, the Dillidents can no lon- 
ger afford to pay for ?*, what they efteem 
to be, “the fancere milk of the word,” it 
is not to be expeéted they thovld throw 
away their money on that they hold to be 
adulterated, and of which they deign not 
to tafte.

Happily for the Diffidents, 
our principles are different; we know 
not the narrow policy of confining our 
favours to one fect or party: nor does 
the artifan, the mechanick, the retailer, 
by diffenting from the Eftablifhed Church, 
lofe the cuftom of its members : for I ap 
prehendy if this very uncharitable {pirit 
fhould be adopted by the Diffidents, and 
from thence (which God forbid !) {pread 
to us, it would tend to increafe neither 
their opulence nor their numbers.

was the wild afs he ufed, the reafons 
that T. O. adduces feem to me indubita- 
bles and he is fully fatished of the truth 
hereof, and thankful withal, that this 
thing, hid for ages, thould: be revealed 
unto. fuch a babe as himfelf. He is fo 
firmly perfuaded of his duty to publith 
it, that he attributes all his mifery and 
misfortunes, as well as the hard-hearted~ 
nels of his own kin, to no other caufe 
but a providential- punifhment for his

PON a reference to your vol. LVI. 

P 449, you will revive fome of my 
Feflexions on vifiting the Royal Chapel 
of St. George at Windfor. The concern 
with which I viewed the ftruéture at 
that period having ‘been fully fpoken to, 
it remains now for me to add, that the 
good-fenfe of the gentlemen who prefide 
over the fame has induced them to confi- 
der the abufes, and to amend, in a great 
meafure, the mattters complained of.— 
The church has been ent.rely new-beau- 
tified; the arms of the anient knights 
teftored; the rood-loft (a nuifance to 
the building) removed; the choir, as to 
#8 carved work, reftored to its priftine 


a 
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beauty ; additional ftalls for the fupers 
numerary Knights of the Garter have 
been added; the picture by Weft, put 
up. at the altars; and the incomparable 
window finifhed. It is hardly poffible 
to do juflice to the merits of Mr: Weft, 
Mr. Jervoife, or to the carver, Mr.. Ems 
lyn, an uncommon genius of :that place, 
to whofe tafte, judgement, and execution, 
pofterity. will be much: indebted. Aa 
honourable mark of. refpeét -has been 
paid to the memory of the great King 
Edward the Fourth, whofe monument 
has been. retouched, with confiderable 
additions: and it is much to be regretted 
that the remains of Henry the Seventh, 
whofe vault. was difcovered, fhould re- 
main undiftinguifhed. Where fleeps the 
gratitude of thofe {eminaries of Eton and 
King’s College, that no fubfcription is 
on foot nowy at this favourable period, 
for ereéting a monument on the left hand 
of the altar, immediately over his grave, 
to anfwer that of Edward the Fourth on 
the right, and a fimilar decoration in the 
South aile to that in the North? A 
grave-ftone, ‘indeed, has been laid:down 
in the aile, on a {pot near where his body 
is depofited. But it is ill adapted, infige 
nificant.in itfelf, and warrants this de 
mand on the Colleges before-mentiqned, 
Surely a prince ef fo much piety, fo ge~ 
nerous a founder, merits fuch an ace 
knowledgement. © May a proper ‘fpirit 
excite thofe who are. benefited -by his 
foundations to ftep forward in fuch a 
caufe! Beholding Betham’s gratitude, 
and Eton, probably,. after fo: ferious a 
call, it may be obeyed. Majefty, it is 
faid, direéted the marble lately confecrat- 
ed to the memory of Charles Brandon, 
Duke of Suffolk. Henry the Eighth 
lays in:the choir; a proper memorial is ' 
wanting here: and with him refts (as 
Report fays) the unfortunate. martyry 
Charles the Firft» The pavement With- 
out the choir has been newe-laid; it is 
now a neat and finithed piece of work. 

But, whilft 1 admire the improvements 
1 am bound to condemm the abfurdities, 
The grave-llones, on various pretences, 
have been changed from their refpedtive 
places. The memorial‘of one-is over the 
afhes of another; and the fpots where 
the vaults and geaves are, no diftinétion 
remains to proteét them. It is impoffie 
ble to pafs over without notice the eles 
antly carved cafe of the new organ, 

ic an everlafling monument to the 
memory of Emlyn; it will-semain and 
excite praife when he fhall be no more, 
In hort, the whole of the internal deco~ 
rationg 


gations does honour to the liberal donors. 
It would be too much vanity to fuppofe 
that my fuggeftions in a former lovee 
to you on the fubjedt had availed; yet 
every thing there pointed out has been 
amed to The Beaufort, Lincoln, 
and other monuments, have undergone a 
thorough repair; and all my withes 
have been gratified, Whilft I thus ap- 
aud the internal decorations, 1 cannot 
fut lament that the outfide thould ftill 
semain in a ruinous condition. The 
porch at the South door is unworthy of a 
rith church, The difgraceful build- 
ings, or inferior officers’ houfes, are con- 
semptible, and affronting to the facred 
fane they adjoin: and, to the difgrace of 
the whole, contemptible ftables are of 
late ere€ted in the centre of the great 
Weftern door. Is it from extraordinary 
good-nature and compliance that this is 
fuffered? Surely they are not to be of 
permanency ; and I cannot but join iffue 
with thofe who have urged the removal 
of all thofe houfes of the petty canons 
and chorifters, This would perfe& the 
whole, and render the temple of St. 
George, externally as well as internally, 
the admiration of thofe whofe refearches 
do honour to their tafte. Too great 
praife cannot be given to the Sovereign, 
who may be faid to fuperintend thefe 
improvements; and it will continue, 
probably to the end of the world, a mo- 
mument of his munificence and tafte.— 
One thing is yet negleéted ; the antient 
tomb-ftone at the Hatt end of the chapel 
demands attention. It has for many 
years been in ruins; if put in repair, it 
would be of various ufes. A Garter- 
room is wanting; here is the very {pot 
for it, as there is an immediate and pri- 
vate communication with the chapel, 
without interruption or interference: or 
jt might be converted into an elegant 
ag a a and if the plan fhould 
be adoped, of removing the houfes of 
the inferior officers, no better place could 
be fixed on. But I underftand it belongs 
to the Crown, not to the College. On 
each fide of the Weft door are vaults, 
made ufe of as wine-cellars. Thefe are 
ill adapted; would it not be better, to 
’ fave difturbing the pavement, that they 
fhould be converted into repofitories for 
the dead? Surely it would be a fenfible 
reform, The houfes for the petty canons 
fhould be immediately removed; the 
place adapted for the rebuilding of them 
thou!d be from the Poor Knights Houfes, 
on the lower foundation, up to the Bell 
Tower, in a regular range, on the walls 
; 2 
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of the Caftle ; and thence, removing the 
old library, up.to the Canons Houles on 
the other fide of the Bell Tower, This 
would throw open to view the Chapel of 
St. George, perhaps the moft beautiful 
building in the world. It would give 
fpace and grandeur to the whole, and 
make it the admiration of foreigners, 
The Prifon-gate at the entrance to the 
Caftle-yard is a difgrace, not only to the 
fight, but to the feelings. Here a regular 
continuance of the Poor Knights Houles 
would give room to thofe who, I am ine 
formed, have a right to be added to the 
lift. But we muft thudder when we res 
fleét how much good was intended b 

the founders, and how much abufed thefe 
charities are. Perfons of the original de-, 
fcription were officers who had ferved 
their country, thofe. who had been dife 
abled in the fervicé; and military merit 
alone was to be their qualification. But 
how is the defign perverted! I have been 
informed each does, or ought to take an 
oath, that, faving his wearing-apparel, he 
is not worth sl. in the world. Nes no 
fuch oath is now adminiftered.. The 
prefent knights of the different founda 
tions may be men of merit in their ways 
But are thefe obye&ts within the meaning 
of the ftatutes? Certainly not. Let us 
not offend the prefent men by looking toc 
critically into their qualifications. Let us 
look back and fee who have been knights 
of thefe foundations. The late Mr. Care 
rington; the late Sir John Fielding, 
Were thefe men of the right defcription?

Ne frequently read accounts 

of the deleterious effeéts of the yew- 
wee, I trouble you with the inclofed, 
which happened at the time therein men- 
tioned, in Warwickthire; as alfo with a 
remarkable circumftance attending an 
ewe fheep. 

On Monday, May 17, 1784, three 
rearing cow-calyes, about three months 
old, got out of the croft into which they 
were turned to grafs, into a drying-yard, 
where there was a yew-hedge, and, as is 
fuppofed, ate very plentifully of the yew: 
Suckle was afterwards given them as 
ufual in the afternoon; but the next 
morning, two of them were found quite 
dead, and the third dying. To that a 
few fpoonfuls of oil were given; but it 
did not live half an hour after. The 
three calves were opened and fkinned, 
and the entrails thrown upon a muck- 
hill, where the dogs got to them, and ate 
fome of them. Of thefe dogs a Dane- 
dog went out afterwards with the fer- 
vants and horfes, and was obferved to 
dtink at a fpring, foon after which, he 
dropped down dead. On bringing him 
home, being much alarmed for the fafety 
of a favourite blood-hound, and not then 
having been informed of the other dog 
ying immediately after drinking, fome 
{weet oil, it was thought, might relieve 
the hound. Accordingly, a common 
drenching-horn full was given him; but 
he, in about five minutes, alfo died. 
Many other dogs ate of the fame en- 
tails, but none of them feem to have re- 
ttived any hurt from it; particularly 
two pointers, that were fecn to eat vora- 
doufly, one of which is ftill living, the 
wher died of old age in January, 1790.

In March, 1782, an ewe-theep yeaned 
a ram-lamb; and, in about eight or ten 
days after, again yeaned two, viz. an ewe 
andaram. The firft of thefe, aod the 
ewe-lamb, were left with the dam; the 
youngeft ram-lamb was taken from her, 
and reared as a kade. In four or five 
days the ewe-lamb died, the other lamb 
being too ftrong, and fo taking all the 
ewe’s milk from it. ‘The ram-lamb, 
which was reared a kade, was killed on 
the 2sft of December, 1785, as a wether 
(after being theared four times), and 
weighed, when dreffed, attlb, J. L.

But 
this feems wrong, according to Camden, 
who fays, Henry the Second fent fome 
of his judges and others yearly into 
every country of the realm, who were 
called Juftices Itinerant, and commonly 
Juftices in Eyre; which opinion is con- 
firmed by Dugdale, who dates the Berk- 
thire, Kent, and Middlefex circuits as 
early as the :6th of Henry II.

904. Obfervations on the eaficft Mode of expelling Caleulous Subftances.

' = i E cafe inferted in your vol, LIX, 

Pp. 103, is very remarkable, and in- 
duced me, on reading it at that time, to 
write the following obfervations; which 
(after feeing another. cafe in p. 492 of 
your prefent volume, of the advantage 
obtained by the ufe of the decoétion of 
the fibres of garden-lecks,) as being on 
an important fubje&, and didtated by a 
with to promote ufeful information, I 
have taken the liberty to copy again, 
for your confideration and ufe, 

It is well known that the expulfion 
of ftones from the bladder, by any fafe 
means whatever, has always been a very 
defireable'obje&. The efficacy of fome 
folvents has been faid to be juft in many 
cafes, yet, in many others, how often 
, has their failure difappointed the hopes 

of the prefcriber and the unfortunate 
patient! From the fuccefs that has ate 
tended the operation of .lithotomy, as 
performed at this day, under proper cir- 
cumftances, the decifion is, in general, 
in favour of that mode of relief, When 
the fituation and formation of the blad- 
der and urethra are confidered, and the 
effeéts' that an extraneous fubfiance 
lodged in the former has thereon, from 
fo continued an irritation as it produces, 
if no harm enfued from this, the cafe 
firft mentioned will appear, as defcribed, 
a very extraordinary effort of Nature, or 
give the idea of the good effeéis of the 
golden-rod. .The complaint having con- 
tinued fo long with the fymptoms re- 
cited, the bladder might have been fup- 
pofed in a difeafed flate, and, to expel 
fuch large ftones, to have produced ex- 
traordinary confequences on the ure- 
thra. The aétion of particular fub- 
ftances, taken in a medical way, on the 
bladder, are, I think, either by a fpecific 
ftimulant property on that organ, aiding 
it to expel ‘an offending body by the 
natural excretory, Or by affecting the 
powers of the fyftem or fecretions, fo as 
to convey the means of calculi being 
diffolved in the bladder, and thus to be 
expelled. What isthe modus operandi 
of the golden-rod I mean not to enquire 
into, as the fa&t is before us. The num- 
ber of flones has, in fome other cafes, [ 
believe, been equalled; but, confider- 
ing the fize, 1 with their mode of being 
difeharged had been more fully men- 
tioned : we fuppofe this to have been 
per uretbram, the natural urmary paf- 
fage. But in attending to the ftruéture 
of this, our curiofhty may be awakened; 
for it would feem as if chat paflage was 





fcarcely capable of fuch extreme dilatae,. 
tion (though fufficiently, confidering 
and knowing the amazing exertions 
Nature makes; in many inftances, and 
relieves herfelf without additional ins 
jury,) as would fuffer calculi, or fubs 
ftancés which, we apprehend, under 
that name incapable of compreffion, of 
fuch a fize in males to pafs without la. 
ceration of fome part; and if not, the 
contra€tile power of the urethra would 
probably render the expulfion very 
flow. Did then no obftruétion of urine 
take place, as feerys implied by the boy 
being chearful and aétive between “the 
times. of the difcharge?”? Allowance 
may perhaps be made, on the confide. 
ration that the fize of the fragments 



















































were, after “the difcharge of great 
quantities of gravel,” with many {mall 
fiones along with it, *‘ larger.and larger,” 1 
and that the parts were gradually inured ; 
to the difcharge, and gently dilated, fo : 
as to become lefs fufceptible ; but the , 
fize of the lah ftones voided, Mr. Elftob € 
mentions to have been of fuch a thape r 
and rugged appearance, that, unlefs the ¢ 
dilatation had been fuch, or the tone of u 
the parts entirely deftroyed, the work q

‘Gnd Dr. Cullen, in his Treatife on the 
Materia Medica, takes any notice of it, 
when {peaking of aftringents as being 
employed in calculous’cafes. His opi- 
nion fhould be oppofed to that of the 
quotation from Lewis (favouring the 
corroborant quality of the golden-rod, 
from which, I fuppofe, may be inferred 
that it has fome allringency). He fays, 
“but I prefume thar, in the cafes in 
which thofe remedies appeared fucceff- 
ful, the calculous matter was only fup- 
_ poled to be evacuated, becaufe the pa- 

tient was relieved from the fymptoms 
that he formerly laboured under. But 
we know now that thefe fymptoms may 
be relieved without the ftone’s having 
been diffolved or evacuated.” He after- 
wards gives a theoretical conjecture, 
Tsted tipon the effeé&ts of other fub- 
flances, how they aét-to produce fuch a 
selief, 

All the plants of this kind, as the 
garlick, onion, and leek, have been 
conftantly raked as ftimulants and diu- 
reticks ; the latter of which is the mild- 
eh: as fuch, they are to be cautioufly 
ufed. I have feen them employed in 
different ways in calculous complaints, 
with evident hurt and increafe of the 
painful fymptoms, efpecially in irritable 
conftitutions; which might be reafona- 
bly fappofed from fabftances poffeffed of 
fuch qualities: from what is known of 
the different ftates of ftones in the blad- 
der, 1 can only expeé them to be ufeful 
in an atonic flate.of the bladder, free 
from inflammation, when calculi, in a 
comminuted form, may remain in che 
bladder, but capable of being pafled by 
the urethra, when the bladder is, by 
Medicines of that kind, excited to more 
forcible a€tion and expulfion.

bours, without other liquor than that of their 
own pools and fprings, the drinking of 
which is followed by no intoxication or other 
pleafure than that of affuaging thirft. After 
having been torn from their own country and 
connexions, reduced to the condition of 
brutes, to labour for a being they never be- 
fore knew ; after lying, ftealing, and all the 
Jong lift of European crimes, have been 
made, as it were, neceffary tothem, and the 
delufion occafioned by drinking fpirits is 
found, however fhort, to be the only remedy 
that relieves them from refleéting on their 
prefent wretched fituatiin, to which, for 
that reafon, they moft naturally attach them- 
felves ; then, after we have made: them 
monfters, we defcribe them as fuch, forget- 
ful that they are not now as their Maker . 
created them, but fuch as, by teachifg them 
our vices, we have transformed them into, 
for ends which, 1 fear, one day, will not be 
found a fufficient excufe for the enormities 
‘they have occafioned.” Bruce, vol. I. 556. 


The natural effe&t of the foregoing 
extract is, furely, to create in the mind 
of every reader an abhorrence of what 
Gibbon emphatically calls “* the abomi- 
mable Slave-Trade.” It is the genuine 
effufion of a heart replete with honeft 
indignation againft the violation of the 
rights and charities of nature, What 
muft be the furprize of the reader, when 
he finds this paflage immediately fuc- 
ceeded by the following ? 


“1 would not, by any means, have my 
readers fo far miftake what I have now faid, 
as to think it contains either cenfure upon, or 
difapprobation of, the Slave-Trade. I weuld 
be underftood to.mean juft the contrary ; 
that she abuses and negle& of manners, fo free 
queet in our plantations, is what the Legifla- 
ture fhould direct their coercion againft, not 
againft the trade in general; which laft 
meafure, executed fo fuddenly, cannot but con- 
tain a degree of injuiiice towards individuals. 
It is a fhame for any Government to fay 
that enormous cruelties towards any fet of 
men are fo evident, and have arrived to fuch 
excefs, without having once been under con- 
fideration of the Legiflature to correét them. 
It is a greater fhame ftill for that Govern- 
ment to fay, that thefe crimes and abufes are 
grown to fuch a height, that wholefome feve~ 
rity cannot eradicate them; and it cannot be 
any thing but an indication of effeminacy 
and weaknefs at once to fall to the deftruc- 
tion of an object of that importance, with- 
out haying firft tried a reformation of thofe 
abufes which alone, ‘in the minds of fober 
men, can make the trade exceptionable.” 

The mifery of thefe people, accord- 
ing to the firft extraét, contifts in being 
tora from their connexions and country, 

@ where they lived “on the produce of 


their own labour, in their'native urity 
of manners.” Can any Slave-Trade 
be carried on without violating thefe 
facred rights? And is not a trade which 
violates {uch rights intrinfically wicked} 
Can they be madedlaves without being 
reduced to the condition of brutes ? Og 
will they not retort upon the Europeans 
their own principles; and, if they are 
themfelves flolen, againft every privie 
ege of Nature, what fhould reftraia 
them from prattifing on their perfecus 
tors the frauds of which they themfelves 
have been the victims? The condition 


of thofe who find themfelves torn from . 


their connexions and country, where 

they lived in innocence and happinefs, 

will certainly tempt them to repel res 

flexion by intoxication, All thefe evils 

are, and muft be, the inevitable confee 

quence of reducing them to flavery— 

They are interwoven with its very ef 

fence ; and no regulaticn of manners 

or treatment in the Plaptations can. pree 

vent their co-exiftence with the durar 

tion of the traffick. Thefe people are 

indeed transformed into a fituation dif- 

ferent from what “ their Maker created 

them in ;” and the ** ends’ are fuch as 

one day wil! probably * not be founda 
fufficient excufe for the enormities they. 
have occafioned.”’ 

But, notwithftanding the intrinfic in» 
humanity of this trade, which appears 
fo.juftly lamented in the firft extradt, it 
feems y Brae the fecond, that an abolir 
tion of it would contain a degree of ins 
juftice to individuals; and that Govera 
ment, having fuffered and fandtioned it 
fo long, ought for that reafon to fuller 
and fanétion it fill, In what code of 
laws (I fancy not in the Abyfiinian) the 
ingenious traveller has difcovered tht 
principle, that any agreement betweet 
the Government of one country. and 4 
few of its fubjeéts can affeét or injure 
the rights of another country, not 
party in the compaét, I cannot take up 
on meto fay, But I fhould think tt 
rather an infult to common fenic, # 
well as to the Ethiopian, to cell bim, 
“ The Legiflature of my country has 
lowed me to take you, and make jot 
my flave; therefore | have an undoubtr 
ed right.” He would certainly not bt 
converted by this fogick; but 
with propriety reply: ~ 

“ Whether the Government of your cou 
try have begun this traffick in human lifed | 
their own accord, or whether they ave 
been betrayed into it by the mifveprefente 
tion of their fubjects, is of nig impostance’®

It 
he confeffed, that Mr. Bruce’s ap- 
alto Scripture is rather unfortunate. 

M Harris would fearcely have 
Mankful for fuch affitance. Mr. 
8 altonithed, in his zeal for 
Miahity, that no clamour has been 
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raifed agaimft the Slave-Trade on the 
Eaftern coaft of Africa, where Chriftians 
are the objeéts, and apoftacy the confe- 
quence; and becaufe no fuch clamour 
has arifén, he concludes that motives of 
religion have no part in the prefent dif. 
pute. Surely a moment’s. refleAion 
would have led him to confider that no 
Government has jurifdiftion but over 
its own fubjeéts; that all reformation 
muft begin at home; and that, if a 
fcheme had been formed to prevent the 
Mahometans from trading in flaves, by 
coercive laws made in England, he, 
with all fober men, would have reproe 
bated it as fanatical, romantic, and im- 
pollible. He acknowledges, however, 
that the treatment of thefe Afiatic flaves 
is “* much more humane than what the 
Africans fold to the Weft Indies meee 
with,” 
In vol. III. p. 88, Mr. Bruce relates 
a tranfaétion which occurred in the pros 
vince of Tigré, on the frontier of which 
is a town called Dixan, the only trade 
of whofe inhabitants is in flaves. Two 
priefts of that province had long been 
intimate friends. The youngeft wag 
married, and had two fons ;-the elder 
was unmarried. The old prieft, under 
pretence of fettling the eldeft fon of the 
other at ‘Dixan, fent him thither, and 
fold him as a flave. ‘He then reprefen- 
ted the boy’s firuation and profpeéts in 
fo fplendid a light, that his younger 
brother was very importunate to be al« 
lowed to vifit him, The old prieft per- 
fuaded the mother to go with him, and 
fold them both. Afterwards he decoyed 
the father of this unhappy fimily to 
Dixan, and fold him alfo. The pur- 
chafers, underftanding the nature of the 
tranfagtion, determined to take the #ld 
prieft himfelf, and accordingly enticed 
him toa convenient diftance from Dixe 
an, and carried him off by force, 

To Dixan, it feems, the Chriftians 
of Abyffinia bring fuch flaves as are 
ftolen.in that country, where the Meors 
receive them, and carry therm to a cers 
tain market/at Mafuah, a port on the 
Red Sea, from whence they are tranf= 
ported to Arabia or India. The Chrif- 
tian priefis, Mr. Bruce tells us, are 
openly concerned in ** this infamous 
practice.” The Chriflianity, or the 
apoftacy, of people thus tutored, are 
probably of equal weight in the fcale of 
truth, ; ' 

It appears evident from the paflage 
firft quoted, from the exprethons marks 
ed in italicks in the fecond quotation 
* (whick 


(which allow the exifience of abufe and 
‘megle&t of manners, and recommend 
wholefome feverities to correé&t them), 
from the tranfafion related to have 
happened in Tigré, and, Jafllys from 
the general tenor of his conduct, that 
the bias of Mr. Bruce’s mind is ftrongly 
‘on the fide of humanity.

humanity extended far beyond the 
Tropicks to men of other nations and 
complexions, while there are fo many 
thoufands of their own country in fuch 
poverty and diftrefs, fuch as is far be- 
yond my powers to paint. However, 
permit me to reprefent one infiance of 
Britifh inhumanity; I could an hup- 
dred, even in the village -I live, A 
poor woman, aged about 60, who in her 
youth was ftraight and upright, of. un- 
blemifhed charaéter, whofe parents wert 
honeft and induftrious, is now benrdou-

Sone I read in your vol. LVIII. p, 

688, a quotation from a frmon 
printed in the year 1640, I was inclined 
to believe, that the term Methodifts, de- 
noting a feét of Chriftians, jhad, in tha 
country, originated, with the late Mr, 
‘Whitfield aud his followers; and Dr. 
Johnfon feems to have been of the fame 
opinion, he-havifig in his Dictionary 
mentioned them as ‘‘a new’ kind of 
Puritans lately arifen.” It was under 
the fame idea tliat the author of 4 The 
Trial of Mr. Whitfield’s Spirit, in 
fome Remarks upon his Fourth Jour- 
nal,”’ a cra&t publiflied in 1740, pointed 
forme (iri€tures at the want of dilcretion 
in this enthufiaft in adopting this apr 
pellation. As this pamphlet may now 
be little known, you may not, perhaps, 
objet to the reprinting of the paflages 
to which I allude. They occur in pages 
2 and 3; and are as follow: }

Ruffia; but he was itnniediately tranf~ 
ported to Kamchatka. His route lay 
through Siberia, where, in the fingle 
province of. Tobolezy, he found ups 
wards of 22,000 exiles, who fubfift by 
hunting and fifhing ; and many of them, 
in attempting to efcape into Perfia, had 
been cut off by the Nogais Tartars. Ac 
Tomfzky, a dealer in fur offered to ef» 
cape with him into China, which he dee 
clined, but formed a like defign with 
Mr. Hoffman, a furgeon, who, though 
on a flated appointment from the Court 
of Ruffia, confidered his fituation as a 
fort of exile. This defign was rendered 
abortive by Mr. H’s death, and the fur- 
vivors efcaped only by fubttituting other 
papers to thofe which were forwarded 
to the governor of Ochoczk, by making 
the meffenger drunk; fo that they 
reached Bolfharezk, the capital of Kam~ 
chatka, fafe, Dec. 2, 1770. Here he 
was placed at the head of the exiles, 
who had formed a regular affociation 
and union; he taught the governor’s 
children, and won the heart of his 
youngeft daughter, He fet up a fchool; 
and wona confiderable fum of money 
at chefs, Having obtained his freedom 
under a conftitution of Czar Peter, by 
difcdvering the intentions of the exiles 
to efcape, by the treachery of one of 
their party, he procured freedom for 
the reft, by propofing a plan for cultivat- 
ing the ground by them, in confequehce 
of another conftitution, entitling them 
to liberty for meritorious fervices, A 
fettlement was formed near Cape. Lo- 
atka ; and when it was on the point of 
eing executed, the Count again medi- 
tared his efcape, which was betrayed to 
his miftrefs by her maid. The plot be- 
ing at laft difcovered, and the exiles in 
danger of being all arrefted, they formed 
a defign to feize the fort, and in the at~ 
tack the governor was.killed, His ami- 
able and deluded daughter determined 
to follow che Count; and, though af 
fured of his being already married, de- 
clared, that, as he could not reteive her 
as his wife, the was determined “ to at 
‘tach herfelf to him as friend and 
‘¢ daughter,” and affumed a man’s ha- 
bit, and the name of Achilles, and, May 
11, the whole company embarked. The 
Count’s voyages and difcoveries to the 
Ea(tward of Kamchatka, and places ad- 
jacent, are related in detail.

maflacred. near 1200 of the natives, and 

. then formed a treaty of alliance with

Jony on the ifland, and, leaving a party 
there, quitted it September 12. Pafled 
through the Ladrones to Macao, where 
the heroine of the voyage ended her 
days, and they left that port Jan. 14, 
1792-, April 12, landed at Fort Dau- 

hin, in Madagafcar; and, May 24, at 

‘ort Louis, in France. Auguft 8, had 
an interview withthe Duke d’ Aiguillon, 
and concerted plans for forming a fettle- 
ment on the ifland of Madagaicar. For 
this. ifland he failed, with 3ce men, 
March 22, 1773; landed on the Ifle de 
Erance Sept. 22; and, after feveral con- 
ferences with the govetnor thereof, dif- 
covered that he “ was to be abandoned 
** tothe mercy of a jealous party;”-and 
arrived at Madagaicar Feb. 14, 1774. 
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“* He followed his fmiffion five yearn, 
“* and having accomplithed it, aequaint. 
“ed the Court of Verfailles with his

84 ing defirous of changing the treaties 
“ of commerce and friendthip into un.

** Count refigned his commiffion, and 
** renounced the fervice of France 
“ Perfecuted by the French minifry, 
* he paffed into the fervice of the Em- 
 peror, in hopes of obtaining thea 
* fiftance he was in want of for Mada 
“ yvafear; but having foon received in- 
* formation that the intcrefis of his im 
“ perial Majefty were not calculated to 
* accomplifth his engagements, he quit- 
“ted thet fervice, and, duriny two 
** years, regularly employed himfelf in 
* executing his charge as fupreme of the 
** nation at Madagalcar ¢ offered to the 
**Court of Great Britain a plan for 
“rendering that ifland ufeful to this 
*“kingdom, as vafals to the King, and 
“the Count to be acknowledged fume 
* rain of that extenfive and vaft ifland,” 
He failed for Maryland April 14, 1784, 
with a cargo worth near 4goool. for Ma- 
dagafcar trade; but no Evuropeam flag 
being obtained, the Americans accepted 
his propofitions. A refpeétable houle 
at Baltimore joined in the fcheme, and 
fupplied him with an armed thip of 450 
tons, efiimated, with her cargo and 
ftores, at as much more as the Londia 
goods.

As to our 
ruling powers permitting free difcuflion 
of ious fubjetts, it does not appear 
that they with to refirain it; and in 
France, where it is authorized, what 
hat it produced but vifionary extrava- 
mee and perfonal abufe? Even in 
gland are there not places of pubiic 
worthip open for the inculoating every 
doftrine, froma thofe of the Church of 
England to thofe of the New Jerufalem? 
ondts will be well if the latter are not 
likely to produce a worfe ctieé& on the 
national charaéter than thofe of the for- 
mer, be the Athanafian Creed, with all 
its damnatory claufes, ever fotenacioufly 
inforced. ‘What is faid, therefore, in 
‘pe 14,: that the Trinitarian worthip 
fhould continue eftablithed, on the 
ound of its being now believed, and 
men be left at full liberty to impugn it 
as much as they can, amounts to juft as 
much as all the reafoning on the fubje& 
of.reform we have yet feen does. Such 
impugners, when they rife out of the 
eftablithment itfelf, where they are paid 
for teaching the eftablithed doétrine, 
thould, if they have not the virtue to 
quit it themfelves, be at leaft defired to 
quit it, and not fell or proftitute their 
confeiences for a piece of breads The 
doétrines of the Chureh are well enough 
underftood to prevent fuch hypocrify;

them not go, one to his farm, ale 
other to his merchandize, a third to 
Newmarket, a fourth to a public hunt, 
a fifth to his miftrefs, on a Sunday, be- 
caufe the Church of England will not 
reform hex liturgy. ‘ All men,” fays 
our author, ‘‘ may be affured, that,

Ant. IL. Remarks ou Febrile Conta- 
gion. By Mr. james: Lucas, one of the. 
Surgedns of the Genergl Infirmary et. 
Leeds, and Member of the Corporation 
of Surgeons in [.ondon. 

Thefe remarks on the contagion. of . 
fevers are fo deferving the atvention of 
readers of every clafs, that we think we 
cannot do better than-to give them in 
the author’s own words. 

‘From a ftrict examination of regifters, 
as well as from ¢ommon obfervation, it. is 
evident that no difeafe whateyer, the plague 
excepted, has proved fo deftruétive to this 
ifland as the fmall-pox: ang, from an idea 
that infeQion dittuses itfelf through the air of 
a town or country, attempts to check conta- 
gious difeases have been not only much neg- 
leted, but even difcouraged. It has been 
proved, however, by many fatisfactory. ab-. 
fervations, that contagion is more frequently 


. fpread by contaé with the patient, or nfed- 


ed apparel, than by a morbid ftate of the air; 
and hardly aay one, perhaps, would venture 
to deny’ the importance of a plan for ftop- 
ping the progrefs of febrile itfeGtion, ak 
though.the neglect of premoting fuch.a plan 
is very obvious; fo true it is, that the moft 
valuanle difcoveries, inftead of heing reccivs 
ed with gratiuule, have often the prejudices 
of mankind, for a Jength of time, to combzt 


‘before they become generally adopted. 


“ There -is no febrile contagion fo well 
underttood as that of the {nmall-pox, no¥ airy 
country where the means of preventing 115° 
fatality have bee: more fuccefsfully employed 
than ja this land. However fanguine it ray 
appear, I have, with my worthy and intelli- 
gent friend Dr. Haygarth, little dovbtth«t the 
difordey might be fo far eradicated. as neyer 
to prevail; except when imported from fame 
other country. Such power of managing gne 
febrile infection might Jead us, by equal cau- 
tion, to check the ravages of other difosders, 
which fpread their banéful influence withous 
controul. Infections fevers, by being chiefly 
confined to the poorer clafs, often prevail,for 
alength of time without exciting much a- 
larm, or without their fatality being atceaded 
er rank receive 
the infeétion, then it is defcribex iu moft.ex- 
aggerated terms. Yet it is almoft impofiible 
to, prevent fomething being brought, or foyme ‘ 
perfon coming from an infe8ted houfe, whea 
fuch complaints are very prevalegt, fo that 
the danger bécomes. general. Our utmoi{t 
endeavoors, therefore, fhould be exerted. to 
prevent the fpreading of fuch fatal difeafes, 
efpecially as the-contagion may ¢ften be 

: * faore 
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more under fnanagement than has been ge- 
perally fuppofed. 

“ Unable to fucceed in promoting meq- 
fores fimilar to the benevolent plan which 
has for feveral years been eftablifhed at 
Chefter, 1 have contented myfelf with occa- 
‘fionally praétifing Dr. Haygarth’s rules; arid 
have alfo recomniended the pradice tomy 
acquaintance, fhould the {mall-pox become 
prevalent in their neighbourhood. Knowing 

*that one of the gentlemen alluded to, who is 
a clergyman, had not only taken much pains 
to eftablith fuch a plan, but had received 

* from it much fatisfaétion, I r him to 
tranfmit to me a narrative of his proceedings, 
which | fhall beg leave here to infert. 

‘Inthe month of May, 1786, 1 was in- 
€ formed 
* of mine, that the fmall pox had juft begun 
#to appear in a poor, family not far diftant 
from her houfe. 1 defired the family nei- 

© ther to affociate with their neighbours, nor 
*to pérmit any one who had not had the 
* fmall-pox to come near them; and I alfo 
* called upon every family in the village to 
* requeft that they would be equally careful 
* not to have any communication with the in- 
* feéted houfe. My dire@ions were as punc- 

~ * tually followed as I could have expeéted ; 

* © but the diforder proved fatal to one out of 
* tWo children in that family. A child refi- 

’ © dent under the fame roof, and a young girl 

" who imprudently vifited the infecied corpfe, 
* were the only perfons who caught the in-

*In O€tober, 1987, 1 was informed that a

" € caped the contagion, except a little child in’ 


* the fame habitation, although it was a public-

* heard that the fiviall+pox was very rife in a 
_ © neighbouring town, as well as in fome ad- 
* jacent villages; to one of Which I was told 
“a parithioner of mitie was goné to nurfe 
her grandfon, who was dangeroufly il! with 
“the fmall-pox. f was much alarmed left 
¢ the diforder fhould be brought amongft us, 
“and thereby defeat a general inoculation, 
“ €which 1 intended to offer the enfuing 
" € Spring. 
* Soon after, I was informed that the boy 
* was dead, and that his nurfe was expected 
* home, where there were three children 
* who had not yet had the fmall-pox, and 
“who were alfo isitended to partake of the 
‘ fed itioculation. I objected toany of 
* the family conveying my inftructions to the 
# place where the diforder prevailed, although 
1 found thet defirous of ufing every pre- 


* gaution; but i requefted that the nurfe 
«Tnould, upon her return, put off the cloaths

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by. the woman who nurfed a child © 


* where there was no perfun

§ gated, and. expofed to the air. By all th 

‘ prrcomiens being cheerfully complied with, 
* I had the fatisfaétion to ‘find that rio one 
* caught the infeétion. 

‘ In the month of March we were aguin 
‘ diftreffed by a heighboiir’s child being 
‘ brofight from a uiftant {cliool with a very 
‘ malignaht kind of ftitall-pox, which foon 
‘proved mortal; yet, except two children 
* in the fame family, every one efcaped be 
‘ing infeéted, atthough a perfon had taken 
6 his two children inte a room where one of 
‘ the patients was, with a view for them te 
‘take the diforder.. From the information 
‘ yotrhad given’ me, I was in hopes the pa- 
* tient was not fo far advaticed in’ the difeale 
‘ as to communicate infection, which proved 
‘to be the cafe, and the young folks weté 
£ inoculated a fev weeks after. 

£ I had no fooner taken down the nantes 
‘ of fuch children as offered for inoculation, 
* than I was requefted by feveral perfons to 
* extend the fame privilege throughout the 
* parifh. As fuch a plari exceeded my in- 
* tended limits, I acquainted a noble Lord 
* with my proceedings, who immediately 
* approved what had been done, and, in the 
‘ moft polite manner, requefted that he 
‘ might he allowed to be at the fole expence 
* of executing a fcheme which every family 
“to whom he had applied had, not many 
* years,before, peremptorily refufed. 

. ‘Notwithftanding the unfavourable dp- 
£ pearance of fome of the children, including 
*a few private patients, near eighty were 
‘ inoculated, without even any apparent dan- 
* ger; whilft two out of five who caught the 
‘ natural infeétion died. As I had three of 
* my own children inoculated by the gentle 
‘man who undertook the general inocula- 
* tion, and at the fame time, 1 became not 4 
* little anxious that no want of fuccefs fhould 
‘happen from any failure in enforcing the 
* neceflary direétions. Experience demon- 
* firated the advantage of fome perfon exert 
¢ ing himfelf in admonition as well as cave 
‘tion. 1 cannot.too ftrongly folicit a fimilar 
* attention in the clergy, er principal perfons 
* of either town or country, being fully per- 
‘ fuaded that, if fuch a mode was generally 
“adopted, the moft happy canfequences 
‘ would enfue; the lives and futare health 
‘ of the rifing generation would be geestlf 
‘ preferved; the malignant effects of she 
‘ difeafe would be fo far moderated. as 
“render it as little dreaded as other 

¢ plaints; if even hopes might not be enter

In this café the corpfe 
osemained in the fame room as before death ; 
therefore itis as. probable the infeétion might 
have been taken from approaching fome part 
ofthe clothes, which are allowed to be more 
contagious than the body; and hence arifes 
the neceffity of ufing means to prevent future 
infection from what has been ufed about a 
patient in the fmall-pox, _ 
“é When we reflect on the circumftance of 
the difeafe having broke out, not only in the 
enter of the village, but alfo ina houfe much 
frequented, the fuccefs of his fecond attempt 
is. as fatisfactory asthe benevdlent author of 
the preventive means could have wifhed. In 
4former letter, from tic fame clergyman, he 
toi me that he met with a difappointment at 
this time, as he had expeéted that his being 
able'to point out the good effects .of his firft’ 
attempt would have been a fufficient argu- 
ment with his parifhioners to have produced 
a future cheerful compliance with his regula- 
tions ;, but finding this not to be the cafe, he 
had recousfe to the reminding them of the 
lofs that muft be fuftained by parents who, 
@ that feafon of the year, fhould be detained 
fom the ‘harveft to nurfe their children in 
‘the'fmall-pox. This argument was no fooner 
made ufe of than univerfally attended to by a 
fatisfactory compliance. His diligence a few 
Months after not only proves his perfuafion 
of the advantage, but alfo the power, of 
checking contagion from being communi- 
cated under very unpromifing circumftances, 
It alfo appears that his practice had a moft 
bnexpected and happy confequence in dif- 
poling perfons, hitherto inimical to an im- 
proved method, to become earneft petition- 
ers for its benefits. It may be remarked, 
that not one of the families would previoufly 
affent to a general inoculation, although, at- 
terwards, fuch a falutary fcheme met with 
tniverfal approbation. A ftrong proof is alfo 
exhibited of the great utility arifing from oc- 
¢afional general inoculation, both in point of 
additional fecurity, and alfo in not communi- 
cating natural infection, as no one was found 
to have caught the diforder from any of the 
woculated patients.”

“The feafon of a general eleéiot, on 
“‘ the eve of which we are, is perpaps 
more fatal to every good principle, 
and to every virtuous practice, than 
almoft_any other. Ie cails, therefore, 
for peculiar circumfpeétion and caus 
tion, that we may preferve the inte- 
grity of our minds, the fobriety of 
our manners, and the benevolence of 
our temper. Let ys be on our guard 
that party animofities do not dettroy 
the tranquillity of our breafts, and fix 
in them rancour and refentment; that 
an eagernefs to carry our point do not 
betray us into unfair and difhonoura~ 
ble meafures; and that views of gain 
neither corrupt our principles nor our 
conduét. Ail the advantages and in- 
dulgences of fuch a time are only 

tranfient and temporary. But it is a

Mr. Robinfon was born at Swafham, 
co. Norfolk, of a refpectable family, 
for outward circumftances. His greats 
grandfather, Mr. Shelly, of fefus Col 
lege, vicar of All Saints, Cambridge, 
was a puritan preacher. His father died 
when he was young; and his grandfas 
ther, Robert Wilkin, of Mildenhall, co. 
Suffolk, gent. having never been recon 
ciled to his daughter’s marriage, cut 
him off with half a guinea. His uncle, 
a fubftantial farmer, took him home, 
and placed him under the Rev. Mr. 
Brett, a clergyman at Scarning, intend- 
ing him for the church. At about 15, 
or -16, he became a follower of Mr. 
Whitfield, which provoked his uncle to 
difeard him, and he was for a few years, 
one of Mr. Whitfield’s preachers, in 
which connexion he married very 
young, and became, on convidtion, a 
Diffenter and a Baprift. He was ine 
vited, at the age of 23 (1759), to a 
congregation of Proteftant Diflenters at 
Cambridge, confitting of 34 members, 
who could oaly raife him 31.65. a quar 
ter. He fettled with this Baptift con» 
gregation in Stone-yard as their paftor, 
1765; and in 1774, the congregation, 
including children and tervants, confitt- 
ed of 1090 fouls: and in 1764 uney 

, % ' were 
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were able to rebvild their meeting- 
houfe, For near twelve years after this 
fettiement he was involved in great dif- 
ficulties, having a wife and ten chil- 
dren, and an aged mother, ro fupport. 
He loft a daughter at 18, 1788, of a‘de- 
cline. Among his hearers were many 
members of the Univerfity, Dr. Randall, 
the mufick profeffor, Palmer, Hammond, 
Tyrwhitt, Freind, &c. At the defire of 
the town and gowz he fet up a Lord’s- 
day evening le&ure, at which it was 
fuppoled near 200 gownfmen generaily 
attended, He fer up teGiures, occafional 
or ftated, at fix in the evening, five in 
the morning, or two in the afternoon, 
in the villages adjoining to Cambridge*, 
and 1s fuppofed to have had at each 2900 
hearers, His manner of preaching, 
though familiar and firiking, was fenfi- 
ble and praétical, adapted to convey to 
the minds of his uninformed hearers the 
moft ufeful infru€ions, with enlarged 
and rational views of religion. Some of 
bis neighbours, fufpeéting his ortho- 
doxy, endeavoured to alienate the af- 
feftions of his people ; but his declara- 
tion, both public and private, was, that 
he left the Church of Reghes for li- 
bertv, and he would be free, Having 
qualified as a diffenting-minifter, 1765, 
by taking the oaths of fupremacy and 
aliegiance, and abjuration, and {ubfcrib- 
‘ed his name as the articles direét, he af-~ 
terwards repented of it, His firit publi- 
cation was a tranflation of a few of Sau- 
rin’s Sermons, 1770.

Thus far his Biographer. Mr, BR’

figs and fpirir, we think ourfelves au- 
thorifed to draw this brief conclufion :

* IT will be feen that nothing could have 
heen more unexpected than a call to preach 
this fermon, But fuch.an opportunity of im- 
preffing the minds of my congregation with 
jut fentiments concerning de 26 and the pro- 
per bujincfs of life, I thought was not to be 
neglected ; and their partiality prevailed upon 
me tu publith what | compofed for their ufe. 
It was alfo a tribute that [ thought was due 
4o the memory of a very worthy and a very 
extraordinary man, though one with whom I 
had no previous acquaintance. 

As this is nota proper funeral fermon, de- 
livered in the prefence of Mr. Robinfon’s fa- 
mily and friends, but was the refult of the 
impreflions made at the place where he died, 
it by no means fuperfedes fuch a difcour te as 
is ulually given in the place where a deceafed 
minifter has preached.” 

In the ferxmon, the text of which is 
‘Matthew xxiv. 26, the Doétor argues 
againft the tear ot fudden death, which 
‘was the wifh both of Mr. Robinfon and 
Dr. Taylor of Norwich, who were both 
‘gratified in their withes. The place, 
Manner, and other circumftances of our 
Geath are indifferent. Nor fhould death 

lamented as a certain evil. 

“The dread of death,” fays Dr. P, “is 
too chietty nurfed by fuperflition and the too 
_bufy imagingticns of perfons who are too 
Much at their eafe, and who mix together 
‘things that can never meet. The man who 
ghinks of any thing that takes place alter he 
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has’ expired, fuch as his beimg laid ovt, the 
coffin, the funeral ceremonies, the clofe and 
dark grave, &c. thinks of what he cannot 
know any thing of when he is dead. All 
that he will recolle& is, that he fhut his eyes. . 
on this world, and opened them again (to his 
apprehenfion immediately after) at the gene- 
ral refurreétion. To dim all tnat is interme- 
diate, be the interval in itfelf ever fo long, 
will be nothing at all. He will feem to awake 
from a perfeétly found fleep. 

‘6 Death is ftill lefs terrible toa Chrifiams 
To him it muft appear to be very improperly 
called dearb ; fince it isthe gate, or pailage, 
to a new and better /ife. To him it is,there- 
fore, more properly a Zirth. It is a death not 
to him, but to his pains, infirmities, and im- 
perfections, bodily and mental. And who 
would not with to get rid of ‘hem? It is an 
exchange of an imperfeét for a more perfe& 
itute; an exchange of the fociety (at leaft 
occafional fociety ) of the vicious and troubles 
fome, for that of the virtuons and friendly. 
For heaven isa ftate into which nothing un- 
clean can enter, The new heavens and the earth 
will be the abode of the righteous only. And 
if the future world, initfelt confidered, thould 
be no better than the prefent, would not this 
circumftance alone make it a heaven to us? 

“€ The change of our condition by death may 
not be fo great as we are apt to imagine. As 
our natures will not be ch.mged, but only im 
proved, we have no reafon to think that the 
future world (which will be adapted to our 
merely improved vature) will be materially 
different from rhs. And, indeed, why fhould 
we afk, or expect, any thing more? If we 
fhould fill be obliged to provide for our fub- 
fiftence by exercife, or labour, is that a thing 
to be complained of, by thofe who are fup- 
pofed to have acquired fixed habits of indufs 
try, becoming rational be.ngs, and who have 
never been able to bear the languor of abfo- 
lute reft, or indoleace ? Our future happi- 
nefs his, with much reafon, been fuppofed to 
arife from an increafe of knowledge. But if 
we thould have nothing more than the means 
of knowledge furnithed us, as we have here, 
but be left to our own labour to find it out, 
is that to be complained of, by thofe who 
will have acquired both a lowe of truth and a 
habit of inguiring after it? To make difco- 
veries ourfelves, thou.h the fearch require 
time and labour, is unfpeakably more pleafing 
than to learn every thing by the information 
of others.

Any one of the thirtys 
nine is of more value than an hundred of 
thoie in your invoices. The Church is even 
before the King, aud the King, .no doubt, bee 
tore his Subjects. Let the Church, therefore, 
that is, the Clergy, be by all means gratified 
in the firft place, the King in the next, and 
you, the People, keeping your proper order, 
w the latt. 

* The zeal of your Clergy for the Church 
may be beft eftimated by the facrifices they 
make to it; aud I can fhew you that, in or- 
der to prevent the repeal of the Teft and 
Corporation Acts, which they confider as 
neceifary 
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to the fecurity of the Church, they 
have facrificed a thing of far more value to 
them than their temporal intereft. For they 
have thought the caufe fo good, that it de- 
ferved to be promoted at the expence even 
of trub. You will alfo fee, by the account 
which I thall give you of their conduct, that 
mere zeal for the Church is not the whole 
of their merit. They have fhewn great abi- 
fity in the management of their affairs, and 
are as fit for minifters of ftate as*for the 
‘fervice of the church. 

“ Thinking it of fome confequence to their 
purpofe, that fome Difienters, whofe’ names

éanilim, avowed Contempt of the tunda- 
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mental principles of the Englith Confix 
tution, Our youth are direéted abroad 
to fee the horrid feenes réalized whith 
they are taught to with for at homes 
and are infpired by their paftors and 
teachers with the fame intolerant. fpirit 
againft the Church of England and the 
Church‘of Rome. If thefe are not the 
prominent features of the writings of 
the Diffenters of the prefent day, avow. 
ed and gloried in through eyery pame 


. phlet they have written, not only we ree 


viewers, but all who read them, muft be 
blind and ftupid. “ If I be abfotutely 
** determined never more to correct mg 
** child, and with he fhould know my 
** refolution, I burn the rod. If I keep 
* it, I certainly do it with the idea that,

THF. Turks, and their allies the- Swedes, 
feem equally unfortunate in their enterprizes 
againft their enemies, An unfuccefsfal ‘ate 
tempt made by the King of Sweden to dé- 
ftroy the Ruffian coafting fquadron at Vi- 
borg, and the approach of the Prince de 
Nafiau with the Cronftadt divifion, had al- 
ready rendered the pofition of the Swedes at 
the entrance of Viborg Bay extremely criti- 
cal, when the fcarcity of ammunition, and 
the want of provifions, made their return to 
their own ports a meafure of neceffity. 

The King refolved, therefore, to aviil 
himfeif of a {trong Eafterly wind, which fet- 
in on the 3d of June, and to fet fail with 
both fleets for Swenftk-fand and Sweaborg.— 
See the chart of the Baltic Sea, vol. XVILf. 

The grand fleet had to penetrate through 

_ anarrow pafs, and to fuftain the fire of four 
Roffian line of battle fthips, two: of which 
were placed on each fide of the Strait. After 
this it had to engage the whole of Admiral 
Tfchitichakoff’s line, which was drawn up 

» along the coaft, at a {mall diftance, while his

frigates were ranged among the iflands which 
lie nearer the fhore. 

The Swedith van, under Admiral Modée, 
pafied the Strait without fuffering any effen. 
tial lofs, firing with great fpirit both broad- 
fides againft the enemy. The cannonaie 
from the four Ruffian fhips was, however; 
fo powerful, and continued to be fo well 
fupported, that it was refolved by the Duke 
of Sudermania to make -an attempt to burt 
them: but this operation proved fo unfuc- 
cefsful, that the firefhips employed in it were 
driven upon one of his Royal Highnefs’s 
own line of battle thips and a frigate, 
of which blew up. 

This accident feems to have caufed a dé 
gree of confufion among the fhips that were 
to follow, four of which ftrack upon the 
rocks, and were left to the mercy of thd 
enemy. f 

Un their farther courfe along the coalty 
with a diminifhed forée, the Swedes loft two 
more fhips of the line, which were taken by 
the enemy.

and part of the next day (the 4th), on 
@Vening' of which the Duke of Suder- 
mania arrived at Sweaborg. 

“The fate of the coatting fleetis not fo ex- 
aly known, no official accounts having yet 
been received from it; but it is certain that 
thé King arrived the fame evening in Swentk- 
ftiid, with a large part of the feét, having 
loft fix gallies, with 800 men (of tne guards), 
which were taken by the Ruuiians, befides a 
fumber of {maller veilels taken or funk, re- 

edto amount to 60. The whole lofs in 
meii, on the part of the Swedes, is eftimated 
at 7000. 

His Swedith Majefty, having fupplied the 
remains of his fquadron with provifions and 
ammunition, and having been joined by the 
divifion under M, de Cronftadt, which had 
not been able to reach the Bay of Viborg, 
failed again immediately, with a view to 
prevent the Prince of Naffau, who was ad- 
vancing with the Cronftadt and Viborg fqua- 
drons, from getting into the port of Frede- 
ricktham. 

This he did effeftually, as appears by the 
following particulars, publithed by autho- 
rity on the 18th: 

“& Several veffels of the enemy’s fhore- 
fleet were difcovered at Afpo ; on which the 
King, attended by Lieutenant-Colonel Cron- 
fladt; went to reconnoitre the enemy., On 
the gth, the Prince advanced towards our 
fhoré, and we gave our fleet the fignalto put 
itfelf.in order for battle. The main body 
was commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel Ste- 
dingk; the right wing by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Torningi ; and the leit by Lieutenant-Colonel 

Iniftierna. The enemy had formed the 
line of battle by nine o’clock in the morning, 
ahd advanced towards Cape Mufalo. Our 
right wing went to meet them, andthe firing 
began. The King, on board the Seraphim 
ulley, gave his fignal for a general attack. 

Thé énemy came forward with a brifk fire, 
which was fo warmly returned by both our 
Wings, that their left wing began to recoil at 
fioons Our wings, having been reinforced 
by thie feveral divifions pofted in the Sound, 
continued fighting with great eagernefs.

vanced again, and returned to the charge. 

At about four o’clock, fome of the enemy’s 
larger galleys quitted their line, and ftruck 
their colours.

@ the enemy’s chebecks; whereupon the 
fmiallér veffels began to give way.

fince heen ratified, between Count Hertz- 
berg (on the part of his Pruffian Majefty), 
the Prince de Reufs and Baron Spielman 

(Plenipotentiaries of his Hungarian Majefty), 
Jofeph Ewart, efq. (his Britannic Majefty’s 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minifter Plenipo- 
tentiary), and the Baron de Reede (Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minifter Plenipotentiary 
from the States General of the United Pro- 
vinces); by which his Hungarian Majefty 
agrees to open a négociation for a peace with 
the Ottoman Porte, on the bafis of the farys 
gue, fuch as exifted before the war, under 
the mediation of the three allied Courts, and 
to confent to an immediate armiftice with 
that: power; dedlaring his refolution of 
ftanding neuter, and abftaining from taking 
any ‘part, direétly or indircétly, in the war, 
fhould the Emprefs of Ruffia refufe to accede 
to this negociation. His Hungarian Majefty 
is to keep Choczim en depét, that fortrefs 
having been conquered by the united arms of 
Aufiria and Ruffia, but agrees to reftore it 
to Tutkey on a peace, under the guaranty 
of thé ‘King of Pruffia; who accepts the 
propofitions of the King of Hungary, under 
this reftriction, that if, in the arrangement 
of limits between Auftria and the Porte, the 
former fhould obtain ‘any acquifition on the 
fide of the Aluta, Pruffia fhall have an equi- 
valent on the fide of Upper Silefia. 

"The King of Pruffia declares, that no hof- 
tile engagement fubfifts between him and 
the Belgic Provinces, and that he will co- 
operate with the Maritime Powers to appeafe 
the troubles in thofe countries, and to reftore 
them to the Auftrian dominion, on condition 
of the re-eftablifhment of their ancient pri- 
vileges and conititution ? and the Englifh and 
Dutch Mihifters engage, in behalf of their 
Courts ( {ud fpe rati), to guarantee thefe con- 
ditions. 

The above news no fooner reached the 
Sovereign Congrefs of the Revolted States in 
the Netherlands, than all Bruffels was in 
commotion. We fee the moft humiliating de- 
fpondency antongit thofe who, in the info- 
Jence of power, were guilty of the moft 
flagitious acts of tyranny. In fhort, we fee 
the whole country involved in. confufion ; 
fome preparing to fly, fome to fubmit ; and a 
few defperadoes ready to facrifice their lives, 
not for the rights of man, but to maintain 
their own ufurpation. 

The following are the Articles of the 
“Convention figned at Reichenbach : 

I, Auftria renounces its alliance with

“IL. Auftria concludes a feparate peack 
with the Tarks, and renounces all its cons 
quefts made during the war. It fhall, howe.

aad Ludomeria. . 

II, Should Auftria be enabled, by means 
of a friendly negotiation with the Turks, to 
procure any exchange of territory, Pruffia 
fhall obtain from the Court of Vienna, in, 
order to preferve the balance of power, as 
many [quare miies of lind belonging to the 
Auftrian pofféfions in Upper Silefia, as Auftria 
Srall obtain from the Turks on the fide of the 
Aluta.

IV. The King of Pruffia engages to give 
King Leopold his vote at the approaching 
eleétion for the imperial throne, but under 
this exprefs condition, fine gud non, that the 
Emperor of the Romans fhall never enter 
into afliance with Rufiia, in order that he 
may be enabled, as the Chief of the Germanic 
Empire, to refift any attack which Rofiis 
might, at a future period, be induced to un- 
dertake againft it. 

V. Auftria fhall have full liberty to en- 
force obedience from its revolted fubjedts in 
the Netherlands, under condition that the 
King of Hungary reftore to them all the pric. 
vileges they enjoyed under the government 
of Maria Therefa.—f This article is guarane 
teed by all the mediating Powers. ] 

VI, The King of Pruffia does not expe 
any compenfation for the expence of his 
warlike preparations; nor does he enforce 
his claim to the territories of Thorg and 
Danzick. ee 

VII. Should Ruffia perfift in carrying 
on the war againft the Porte and Sweden, 
and the latter powers demand affftance of 
Pruffia, actording to the fubfifting treaties 
his Pruffian Majefty fhall have free liberty 
40 accede to thofe demands; and the Court 
of Vienna fhall not interfere in the difpute.

Four 
grand paintings were hung, one on each frgnt 
of it: the firft reprefented the Genius.of 
France pointing to the word Conftitution, 


-with a picture of Plenty holding two cormi- 
> Copias. 


The fecond painting defcribed fome of the 


_ glorious defcendants,of France, blowing,the 


trumpet of Fame, and bearing this infcriphion: 
“ Hold in your remembrance-thefe the 
facred. words, which are the, guarantee 
your decrees—-the Nation, the Law, and te 
King. The Nation is yourfelyes ; the 


ris your-owny, for it: ig, your will; 
_ King is the guardian of the Law.” 


The third painting reprefented the Nae 
onal Deputies taking the civic oath ; 
fourth defcribed the arts, and fciences, 
the following underneath : ; 
“ Men are equal: it is their virtueas 
not their bith, which diftinguithes them. 
“The Law ought. to forms thé bafis.ob¢ 
very ftate; in its prefeace all men are equal” 
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ide where they entered, oppofite to the firft 
letachment. 

While the Deputies were taking their 

,. the entrances to the tier of elevated 
benches, that furrounded this immenfe am- 
hitheatre, were opened ; and the people of 

ranks and of both fexes, the ladies all 
dreft in white, took their places. Thefe 
benches, rifing thirty in number above one 
another, and extending an immenfe way, 
were capable of containing, as it is faid, 
300,000 perfons. 

Their Majefties entered the Champ de 
Mars through the Military School, and took 
their places in a gallery. that was erected in 
its front for their. reception, which was or- 
gamented in a very fuperb ftyle, the pillars 
being crowned with a new order, 4 Ja confe- 
deration. 

The King was dreffed in blue and gold, 
with his royal mantle, a hat and feathers, 
and a moft brilliant diamond. ; 

The Foreign Minifters, principal Officers 
of State, Members of the National Affem- 
bly, &c. took the places prepared for them 
pear their Majefties. 

As foon as they were feated, after a fo- 
lemn invocation to God, the OxxifLaMME 
{the Grand Standard or Palladium of Erance), 
the banners given ‘by the feveral depart- 
ménts, bearing a wreath of oak, with the 
word ConsriTtuTiox, on a white field, 
were carried to the altar in the middle of the 
circus, and received benediétion from the 
hands of the Cardinal Leval Montmoreucy, 
Grand Almoner of France. ? 

High Mafs was then celebrated, and the 
Bithop of Autun was honoured with that 
important duty. Atter which, the nation, 
thus aflembled, procceded to the grand ob- 
ject of the day. 

The Sieur de la Fayette, Major General, 
firft took the oaths, for himfelf aud the 
tighty-three Deputies of the National Guards, 
Who, all ftanding, pronounced after him, 
% | fwear to be ever true to the Nation, the 
Law, and the King ; to fupport the Contti- 
tution, as eftablithe: by the National Affem- 
bly, and affented-to by the King ; to defend 
aga and properties of his Majefty’s 

ubjeéts according to law; ‘to preferve the 
free circulation of corn and provifions 
throughout the interior parts of the realm ; 
and faithfully to account for the public taxes, 
Wader whatever form they may be colleéted ; 
and finally to remain firmly attached to the 
French nation by the indiffoluble ties of hroy 
therly Jove.” All the Deputies of the Na- 
Houal Guards, and of the other troops of the 
tealm, exclaimed, ¥+ /e jure. 

The Prefident of the Affembly then ap- 
Proached the altar, aud, with a lifted-up 
ave faid, 

“I fwear to he true to the Nation, the 

W, and the King; and to picferve, with 

\ my power, the Conttitution eftablitbed 

Gans. Mac. igu/t, 1790. 
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by the National Affembly, and fanétioned by 
his Majefty.”’ 

Every Member of the National Affembly 
fwore the fame. 

And when it came to the King to fwear, 
he lifted up bis arm towards the altar, and 
with an audible voice faid, 

“* 1, the. King of the French, do fwear to 
the Nation, that 1 will employ the whole 
power, delegated to me by the Conftitutional 
Law of the State, to preferve the Conftitu- 
tion, and to enforce the execution of the 
Law.”’ 

Fifteen hundred thoufand voices exclaimed, 
‘* I {wear to circulate that oath to the utter- 
moft bounds of France.” 

By way of introduétion to the Te Deum, a 
Hierodram, compofed of verfes from the 
Pfalms and books of Prephets, applicable to 
the purpofe of the ceremony, was performed. 
An overture by M. des Augiers, compofed 
for the occafion, communicated the moft 
lively impretfions, and produced the grandeft 
effects. The memorable evening that pre- 
ceded July 14, 1789, was defcribed with all 
the truth of expreflion; a fong of viétory 
announced the fall of the baleful caitle where 
Defpotifm held his feat; a citizen called on 
the victorious people to give thanks to the 
Supreme Difpofer of events; Populi laudate 
Deum, and a grand chorus, which began the 
Te Deum, anfwered the call of the citizen. 

Many pieces of ordnance were planted 
towards the river. When M, de la Fayette 
took the oath for the whole of the Military 
Orders of the realm, the Federative Depu- 
ties drew their {words, held them up in the 
air, and all repeated at the fame inftant, each 
for himfelf, ‘Fe le jure. A fignal-gun an- 
nounced this to the park of artillery, anda 
general volley proclainsed it to the world. 

In like manner, when the Prefident of 
the National Affembly, in the name of all 
the Civil Orders of the realm, took the fame 
oath, there was a fecond difcharge; and a 
third accompanied the oath of the King. It 
was in one of thefe that an accidant hap- 
pened by the burfting of a gun. It is dif- 
ferently mentioned; ofe Jeter informs us 
that four men were killed; another, that 
one mgn only loft his hand. 

The felemn act of {wearing to the Nation 
being over, Te Deum was then fung; and 
nevey was there an occafion where a folemmn 
thank{giving to God was more proper, or 
when it was given with more fervor of de- 
votion, or a purer gratitude of heart, Never 
did France fee fuch an orcheltra; and never 
furely did the world behold fuch an audience 4 
Their numbers baffivd the eye to reckon. 
Their fhouts rent the fkies, when, in the 
enthufiafm of joy, they mingled the acela- 
mations of rapturé with the effufions of 
piety; and yet, in their attention to the foe 
jemn parts of the National ‘paétion, filence ' 
the moft profound teftified the intereft that 

the

they felt; and decofum, order, peace, and 


concord, reigned through the immenfe mul- 
titude. 

rhe ceremony being ended, the proceffion 
moved off in the order in which it entered ; 
and then the detachments filed off to the tents 
in the adjacent grounds, where a collation 
was provided, of which, ftrange as it may 
found, fevera! hundred thoufands partook. 
Every part of the adjacent country was co- 
vered with tents; and, in various appointed 
places, dinner and wine were deliveied to 
the poor gratis. 

» Grand ifuminations crowned the triumphs 
of the day ; and the only breach of the peace 
that took place through the whole, was pro- 
voked through the ftubborn obftinacy of 
fome inveterate Ariitocratics, who did not 
light-up their houfes, orw x0 had fled, with 
their domeftics, and left their windows dark 
emblems of their own minds. They fell a 
prey tothe indignation of the populace. 

The Duke of Orleans, notwith{tanding 
the apprehenfions of his friends, attended, 
and took the oath with the reft of the Na- 
tional Affembly.

ftitution of all the Britith veffels which were 
¢aptured at Nootka, and to indemnify the 
arties interefted in thofe veffels for the 
ofies which they fhall have fuftained, as foon 
as the amount thereof fhall have been aicer- 

‘gained ; 

It beis g underftood, that this Declaration 
is not to preclude or prejudice the ulterior 
difcuffion of any right which his Majefty 
‘may claim ‘to form an eftablifhment at the 
Port of Nootka. 

‘Jn witnefs whereef, 1 have figned this 
Deciaratton, and fealed it with the 
feal,of my arms, at Madrid, the 24th 
of July, 1790.

Majefty will confider this Declaration, toge. 
ther with the performance of the 
ments contained therein, as a full and entire 
fatisfaction for the injury of which his Mg 
jefty has complained. ‘ 

The under-figned: declares, at the fame 
time, that it is to be underftood, that neither 
the faid Declaration figned by Comte Florida 
Blanca, nor the acceptance thereof by the 
under-figned, in the name of the King, is to 
preclude or prejudice, in any refpeét, the 
right which his Majefty may claim to dny 
eftablifhment which his fubjeéts may have 
formed, or fhould be defirous of forming, 
‘the faid Bay of Nootka. 

In witnefs whereof, I have figned this 
Counter-Declaration, and fealed it 
with the feal of my arms, at Madrid,

P. 673,.col. 1. Dr. Adam Smith was bora 
in 1723, and educated at Glafgow College; 
whence he was fent, in 1744-5, aa exhibiti- 
oner to Baliol College, Oxford. Being in his 
youth a hard ftudent, and of a cacheétic ha- 
bit, his appearance was ungracious, and his 
addrefs aukward. His frequent abfence of 
mind gave him an air of vacancy, and even 
of ftupidity ; and the firft ‘day he dined at 
Baliol College, a fervitor, feeiag him neglect 
his dinner, defired him to “ fall to, for he had 
never feen fuch a piece of becf in Scotland.” 
The Door, who, in His latter days, lived 
hofpitably at Edinburgh, ufed always to fimile 
when he faw.a fimilar piece of beef {moke 
upor his table; and when afked to, interpret 
his fmile, always related the abovementioned 
circumftance.—The ilberality with which , 
he thought himfelf treated at Baliol College 
drove him to retirement, and retirement for- 
tified his love of ftudy. When the time of 
his refidence at Oxford expired, the queftion 
avofe, what ling he was after wards to purfie ? 

te was deftitute of ‘patritoony, and had nog 
avy turn for bufinefs. “The church feemed 
an improper profeffion, becavfe the had early 
become adifciple of Voltaire’s in matters of 
religion.» His friends withed to fend him a- 
‘broad as a travelling totor; but though well 
qualified in point of I¢arning and morals, his 
want of knowledge of the world, and fome- 
thing very particular in his appearance and 
addrefs, 
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addrefs, long prevented him from meeting 
with an offer of any employment of that 
kind. The ves angufa domi not brooking 
longer delay, he determined to turn his ta- 
lents to fome account; and therefore, about 
the year 1750, ned a clafs for teaching 
rhetorick at Edinburgh; from which place 
he was foon called to be profeffor, firft of 
Jogick, and then of moral philofophy, in the 
Univerfity of Glafgow. In this employment 
Dr. Smith’s Englith education gave him great 
advantages. His profunciation and his ftyle 
were much fuperior to what could, at that 
time, be acquired in Scotland only. His ftock 
of claffical learning, though inferior to that 
of his predeceffor, the excellent Dr. Hutche- 
fon, yet much exceeded the ufual ftandard of 
Scotch univerfities., He had, befides, read, 
meditated, and digefled, the works of thofe 
afterwards ftyled the French Encyclopeditts, 
and admired David Hume ‘as by far the 
greateft philofopher that the world had ever 
produced ;” at the fame time that he {poke 
of Dr. Johnfon, in his rhetorical lectures, 
nearly in the following words: “ of all wri- 
ters, antient or modern, he that keeps off the 
greateft diftance from common fenfe is Dr. 
Samuel Johnfon.”—Such opinions, or rather 
prejudices, which then prevailed very gene- 
rally in Scotland, being embraced by a man 
from whofe Englifh education they could not 
naturally have beeri expefted, confpired with 
Dr.,Smith’s merit in rendering him a very 
fafhionable profeffor. The College was torn 
by parties, and Dr. §. embraced that fide 
which was moft popular, among the pedple 
of condition ; that is, the rich merchants of 
the town, among wher he was well receiv- 
ed, and from whofe converfation, particularly 
that of Mr. Glafsford, he learned many facts 
neceflary for improving his leQures; for, 
living in a great commercial town, he had 
converted the chair of moral philofophy into 
a profefforfhip of trade and finance. Before 
effecting this revolution, he had publifhed his 
ingenious but fanciful theory of moral fenti- 
ments, which he continued to read to his pu- 
pils during a few weeks at the beginning of 
the term; the reft of the fetiion, as it is call- 
ed in Scotland, which lafts for eight months, 
being deftined to the fubjeéts abovemention- 
ed. A man whdis continually going over 
the fame ground will naturally fmooth it. 
Dr. S’s leétures gradually acquired greater 
improvement and higher celebrity ; 2nd the 
Right Hon. Charles Townthend, who had 
married the Lady Dalkeith, was, in his jour- 
ney to Scotland, ‘attracted to Glafgow by the 
reputation of Dr. Smith, whom he engaged, 
by very liberal terms, to refign his profetfor- 
fhip, and to undertake the office of travelling 
tutor tothe young Duke of Buccleugh, While 
Mr. Townthend was at Glafgow, the Doétor 
@onducted him to fee the disferent manufac- 
tures of the place, and particularly a very 
fourifhing tan-work. They were ftanding 
on a plank, which had beem laid acrofs the 
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tanning-pit ; the Doétor, who was talki 
warmly on his favourite topick, the divifion 
of labour, forgetting the precarious ground 
on which he ftood, plunged headlong. into 
the naufeous pool. He was dragged out 
ftripped, and covered with blankets, and 
conveyed home in ‘a fedan chair, where, 
having recovered the fhuck of this unexpegt- 
ed cold bath, he complained bitterly that he 
muft leave life, with all his affairs, in the 
greateft diforder; which was confidered ag 
affectation, becaufe his tranfaétions had been, 
few, and his fortune was nothing.—-A cir- 
cunftance which did him more credit was, 
that, before going to travel with the Duke of 
Buccleugh, he requefted all his ftudents to 
attend on a particular day; ordered the cens 
for of the week to call over their names; 
and as each name occurred, returned the fee 
veral fums which he had received as fees; 
faying, that, as he had not completely fulfilled 
his engagement, he was refolyed that ‘his 
clafs fhould be taught that year gratis, and 
that the remainder of his leétures fhould be 
read by one of the upper ftudents. ‘This ac- 
cordingly took place, though the Doétor was 
in general extremely jealous of the. property 
of his lectures; and, fearful left they fhould 
be tranfcribed and publithed, ufed ofien to 
repeat, when he faw any.one taking notes, 
that ‘the hated fcribblers.” He travelled 
with the Duke two years, and foon after his 
return, publifhed the fub{tance of his lectures 
in his juftly celebrated work on the nature 
and caufes of national wealth.—Being ap- 
pointed, by the intereft of his Grace and Ld. 
Loughborough, one of the commiffioners of 
the cuftoms in Scotland, he generoufly offer- 
ed to refign the annuity of 3001. per annum, 
which had been granzed him for. directing 
the Duke’s education and travels; but which 
refignation, as he might eafily have conjece 
tured, his Grace as generoufly refufed. Ais 
book was not at firft fo popular as it after 
wards became. One of the firlt things that 
fet it afloat was an obfervation of Mr, Fox's 
in the Houfe of Commons: ‘ As my learne 
ed friend Dr. Adam Smith fays, the way for 
@ nation, as well as for an individual, to be” 
rich, is for both to live within their income.” 
The remark, furely, is not profound, but the 
recommendation of Mr. Fox raifed the fale 
of the book; and the circumftances of the 
country, our wars, debts, taxes, &c. arrefted 
attention to a work where fuch fubjeéts are 
treated, fubjeéts that unfortunately have bee 
come tov popular in moft countrics of Bue 
rope.—-Dr. Smith’s fyftem of political cecoe 
nomy is not effentially different from thofe 
Count Verri, Dean Tucker, and Mr. Humes 
his illuftrations are chiefly borrowed. froar 
the valuable French. collection fur les arts 3 
metiers; but his arrangement is his ows:
